AGAIN DEFEATED. 


HAT element in Kentucky which, striving for 

political control of the State, has for years 
sought to put an end to the sport of racing, even 
to the destructivn of the great Thoroughbred 
horse breeding industry, has again been defeated. 
The Court of Appeals, in deciding in favor of 
the successors to the Kentucky Jockey Club, has 
upheld the constitutionality of the law under 
which there is pari-mutuel pooling at the race 
courses. 

The action was brought by Frank Daugherty, 
in 1927, as he was nearing the conclusion of his 
term as Attorney General, the style of the suit 
having been the Commonwealth of Kentucky ver- 
sus the Kentucky Jockey Club. 

In addition to a declaration of unconstitution- 
ality of the betting act, the petition sought revo- 
cation of the charter of the Kentucky Jockey Club 
and a fine of $1,000,000 on the charge that there 
had been violation of the laws governing corrupt 
practices in elections and in lobbying at sessions 
of the Legislature. 

The properties of the Kentucky Jockey Club 
passed to the American Turf Association, which 
in turn transferred the Latonia track to the new- 
ly formed Latonia Jockey Club and the Louis- 
ville track to Churchill Downs, Inc. 

J. W. Cammack, succeeding Frank Daugherty 
as Attorney General, pushed the suit under a 
new petition, making the Latonia Jockey Club 
and Churchill Downs, Inc., defendants. The case 
was lost by the Commonwealth in the Circuit 
Court at Louisville, and was appealed to the 
highest court at Frankfort. Elsewhere in this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE is an account of the 
decision. 

This decision should, and doubtless will, awaken 
in the people of the State a realization that the 
Court of Appeals recogrizes the intent of those 
lawmakers of distant days to preserve a sport 
and foster an industry. With this awakening in 
the people, the spoilsports will find it more dif- 
ficult to arouse a following than heretofore. 

This decision, too, is in the nature of an 
answer to Dr. Charles J. Turck, President of 
Centre College, Danville, who at Louisville last 
month undertook the role of mouthpiece for the 
anti-racing element. He espoused a primary for 


the Democratic party, and the Democratic party’s 
committe chose to have a convention. He called 
the Kentucky pooling law a lottery. The Court 
of Appeals has said it isn’t. Thus Prexy Turck, 
new-comer from Louisiana to Kentucky, via New 
York, is knocked out twice in less than 30 days.

The Lexington Herald sees in “the decision of 
the court” a “full, complete and conclusive an- 
swer to the allegations made during the heated 
political canvasses precipitated by those who at- 
tempted to make an issue of wagering on race 
tracks on which they might ride into power,” 
and thinks “it should set at rest for all time the 
question of the constitutionality of an act passed 
by a legislature of forty years ago for the pur- 
pose of preserving racing and preventing gam- 
blers from having control thereof.” 

After making a brief summary of the facts, 
demonstrating “that the issue was raised in Ken- 
tucky for political purposes, and that there is no 
other reason for its ever having been made an 
issue,” The Herald concludes: 


“A last expiring effort to revive the issue was 
made a week before the meeting of the state 
Democratic committee for the purpose of stam- 
peding that committee to call a primary. It was 
similar in every aspect to former exhibitions cf 
General Haly’s leadership. It, however, failed, 
largely because of its patent purpose and the 
general knowledge that there was no justifica- 
tion for it under present conditions. 

“The Jockey Club has been dissolved. Churchill 
Downs, Latonia and Lexington, that were at one 
time owned by the Jockey Club, are now under 
local control, as are also Dade Park and the Ken- 
tucky Trotting Horse Association that were never 
owned by the Jockey Club. 

“Due to the panic and the drought the opera- 
tion of tracks in Kentucky was not profitable in 
1930 and the American Turf Congress [Associa- 
tion], that succeeded the Jockey Club and owns 
a large part of the stock in the tracks at Louis- 
ville and Latonia, passed its dividend. James B. 
Brown, between whom and Judge Bingham there 
has been deep personal enmity and a bitter poli- 
tical and financial feud, has gone broke, and the 
bank of which he was head closed and the paper 
he owned is in the hands of a receiver. 

“There is no one connected with racing in 
Kentucky who seeks because of that connection 
political office or power or prestige. It is a great 
industry, giving employment to thousands and a 
great sport, giving recreation, pleasure and some- 
times profit to other thousands. (over) 
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“There has never been any reason except a de- 
sire to use the issue as a ladder upon which to 
climb to office and gain control of the state 
government, that it should be injected into poli- 
tics. With the decision of the court of appeals 
and the elimination of even the remotest possi- 
bility of the Jockey Club or the racing interests 
seeking political control, there is now no ground 
upon which those who attempt to use this ques- 
tion can again make it an issue in politics. 

“A blessed day it is for Kentucky when mat- 
ters of real importance for the benefit of the 
educational system, for the charitable and cor- 
rective institutions, the development of the re- 
sources of the state can be the subject of dis- 
cussion, of consideration and of action.” 


APPRENTICE ALLOWANCES. 


N the course of The Cincinnati Enquirer’s story 
of the racing at Hialeah Park on March 4 
we read the following: “Jack Whyte waived the 
apprentice allowance on his filly Vacillate in the 
third race and substituted C. Kurtsinger in place 
of the inexperienced B. Marshio. This proved a 
wise move, for Vacillate made her opposition 
look cheap.” 

This reminds us that we have been intending 
for some time to say that THE BLOOD-HORSE is of 
the opinion that doing away with the apprentice 
allowance entirely would produce better racing. 

And how? Do we hear someone ask? Merely 
because the incentive to mount the runners with 
inexperienced riders would be removed. Appren- 
tices would not be permitted to don colors until 
they have achieved expertness in horsemanship 
and competence to ride a horse a true course. 

It would do away with the temptation of con- 
tract holders to gain large sums in exchange for 
the services of a flashy youngster who is odds-on 
to become a dud at the loss of his “bug.” 

It would also have its effect, we believe, in 
improving the morale of the jockey sphere. 
Having served a long apprenticeship in the stable, 
the riders would be more mature in all respects 
when given their chance in contests under colors; 
their sportsmanship would be better preserved; 
they would be less heedful of the persuasiveness 
of crooks seeking to fix races, and there would 
be less likelihood of the formation of cheating 
combinations commonly designated as “jockey 
rings.” 

This latter we say because we believe mature 
riders have a feeling that their days of useful- 
ness are shortened by the predilection of owners 
and trainers toward the services of apprentices. 
If this cause of their unrest should be removed 
the older boys would feel more secure and would 
be more unwilling to go crooked. 

We would appreciate the opinions of others 
upon this subject, even should they be in opposi- 
tion to those we have here expressed. It is out 
of an exchange of views and by adopting the 
correct view that there is progress. Let us hear 
from you.

Bradley’s Peggy was a winner. Blue Larkspur won 
the Juvenile Stakes (Belmont Park), National Stallion 
Stakes, Saratoga Special, Withers, Belmont and Classic 
Stakes, Stars and Stripes Handicap and Arlington Cup, 
and is third on the list of leading American money- 
winning horses with $272,070. 

Blossom Time’s Turf career was limited. In 
two seasons she started 13 times and won five 
races. Her only stakes victory was in the Pimli- 
co Futurity. Bred and owned by Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley and trained through most of her racing by 
H. J. Thompson, she came to the races in August 
of her 2-year-old season. She was unplaced to 
Best Love in her first start, and second to Silk 
Tassell, beaten two lengths, in her second. Au- 
gust 18, in a five furlongs, special weights race 
for fillies, she set the pace and won from Rest- 
ing Time, Sun Thistle and others. At Belmont 
Park September 6 she won a similar race, set- 
ting the pace and beating Runelise in a head- 
and-head battle through the entire stretch. Ten 
days later she was unplaced, though she ran a 
good race, in the Futurity won by Sally’s Alley. 

She appeared next at Latonia, in a six furlongs 
handicap for 2-year-olds, and was unplaced to 
Prince K. She dropped back after a half a mile. 
October 25, with 106 pounds, she was second to 
Alice Blue Gown (104), which easily beat her 
by two lengths in a six furlongs test. She was 
next taken to Pimlico and was saddled by Barry 
Shannon in two winning starts there. The first 
was a six furlongs allowance event in which she 
carried 103 pounds and beat Rigel, Whirlwind, 
Noel and others. The second was the Pimlico 
Futurity, first division. The large number of 


starters that year made it necessary for the 
Futurity to be run in two divisions. Blossom 
Time happened to be drawn for the first division 
of the $40,000 added mile race. The odds against 
her were $27.75 to $1. She took up 119 pounds 
and won easily by a length and a half, beating 
Donges (119), Little Celt (122) and others, in- 
cluding Dunlin. The mile was run in 1:39 4-5, 
track fast. She earned by that one race $41,015. 
A. Johnson was the rider of Blossom Time and 
also of Sally’s Alley, winner of the second di- 
vision of the Pimlico Futurity. 

At three Blossom Time raced four times. May 
5 at Lexington Bo McMillan beat her five lengths 
in a race of 1 1-16 miles. May 16 she tackled 
a field of good 3-year-old fillies in a seven fur- 
longs trial over a heavy track at Churchill Downs. 
She won easily from Tip Toe Inn, Alice Blue 
Gown and others, but was discovered afterwards 
to have picked up a gravel which eventually 
caused her to be retired from racing. She tried 
twice more to race. At Saratoga she picked up 
122 pounds and finished third to Emotion (High 
Strung’s dam) and Miss Cerina in a mile effort. 
She sulked at the end. October 16 she went to 
the post in a six furlongs race at Latonia and 
finished third to Alice Blue Gown and Ten-Lec, 
setting the pace for five furlongs and then quit- 
ting. It was decided then not to try to train her 
further and she was retired to Idle Hour Farm.

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UPHOLDS BETTING LAW 


DECISION of nation-wide interest and far- 
reaching effect was handed down on March 3 
by the Kentucky Court of Appeals in the case of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky against the 
Kentucky Jockey Club, now defunct, and its suc- 
cessors, the Latonia Jockey Club and Churchill 
Downs, Inc., lost by the State in the Circuit Court 
at Louisville and appealed to the higher court 
at Frankfort. 


The decision declares that betting on horse 
races under the pari-mutuel method, as in Ken- 
tucky, does not constitute a lottery: that the 
law under which there is betting at the race 
courses is not unconstitutional, and that the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club and its successors, the La- 
tonia Jockey Club and Churchill Downs, Inc., are 
not to pay fines for alleged violations of the state 
corrupt practices acts. 

The suit was brought in December, 1927, by 
Frank E. Daugherty, whose term as Attorney 
General was about to expire, and the style of 
the action was the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
against the Kentucky Jockey Club, which in 
January, 1928, was dissolved and succeeded by 
the American Turf Association, which leased the 
tracks at Latonia and Louisville to newly formed 
corporations, all of which was in process when 
the suit was brought. 

J. W. Cammack, who came to the office of 
Attorney General in January, 1928, elected in 
March, 1929, to continue the suit, but made 
changes to include the Latonia Jockey Club and 
Churchill Downs, Inc., as defendants. 

The attorneys in the suit, when it finally 
reached the Court of Appeals, included, besides 
Mr. Cammack, Assistant Attorney General Holi- 
field, Ernest Woodward and Elwood Hamilton of 
the Louisville firm of Woodward, Hamilton & 
Hobson, and Coleman Taylor, Russellville, all 
representing the State. On the other side were 
Arthur B. Bensinger, A. J. Carroll, and H. E. 
McElwain, Jr., Louisville attorneys. 

The Petition. 

The petition attacked the system of pari- 
mutuel betting on the ground that it violated the 
constitution, alleging that such betting is a 
lottery and that it further violated the consti- 
tution by granting special privilege. 

The petition also set out that the constitution 
provides that no special or local bills regulating 
penalties for crime or misdemeanors shall be 
passed, and that another clause forbids the pass- 
ing of any law relating to more than one sub- 
ject. In addition. the petition contended that 
Section 4 of the United States Constitution pro- 
vides that all citizens shall have equal rights. 

Forfeiture of the charters of the Kentucky 
‘Jockey Club and its successors, the Latonia 
Jockey Club and Churchill Downs, Inc., the latter 
operating the Louisville track, was sought on 
the grounds that operation of pari-mutuels con- 
stituted a lottery and as such violated the Ken- 
tucky constitution. Additionally, the forfeitures 
were claimed on the ground that the associations 
had violated the corrupt practices act and the 
corrupt lobbying act. 

The recovery of $1,000,000 asked for in the suit 
was based on the charges that the pari-mutuel 
operations violated the statutory provisions pro- 
hibiting corrupt practices and corrupt lobbying. 

The case reached the Court of Appeals after a 
series of legal skirmishes in the trial court. Judge 
Dailey of the Jefferson Circuit Court held that 


the $1,000,000 damages sought actually amounted 
to a fine and as such was barred by the statute of 
limitations because the Attorney General’s office 
failed to charge the commission of any crime 
within one year next preceding the filing of 
the suit. 

Judge Dailey held the charter of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club could not be revoked because that 
corporation was dissolved in January, 1928, and 
the State’s suit was not filed until March in 1929 
by Attorney General Cammack. The court also 
said the charter of the Latonia Jockey Club was 
exempt because it was not charged with the 
commission of any crime in Jefferson County, 
where the suit was filed. 

As to Churchill Downs, Inc., Judge Dailey held 
the facts alleged in the petition did not justify 
the corporate death of the appellee. 

Following Judge Dailey’s ruling, which was 
given on a demurrer filed to the suit, the case 
was taken to the Appellate Court, contending the 
suit was a civil action and for this reason was 
not barred by the statute of limitations. In ask- 
ing the highest tribunal in the State to pass on 
the lower court’s findings, Mr. Cammack asked 
also ruling on the constitutionality of pari-mutuel 
betting. 

The Decision’s Nine Points. 

Seven judges sit in the Court of Appeals, they 
being at the time of the decision: Chief Justice 
M. Mills Logan (since resigned because of his 
election to the United States Senate), Democrat, 
of Bowling Green; William Rogers Clay, Demo- 
crat, of Lexington; Richard P. Dietzman, Repub- 
lican, of Louisville; W. H. Rees, Democrat, of 
Maysville; S. S. Willis, Republican, of Ashland; 
Gus Thomas, Democrat, of Mayfield, and Basil 
Gus Richardson, Democrat, Glasgow. 

The conclusions of the court and the views of 
the individual judges are as follows: 

First—All of the judges concur that betting on 
horse races by the pari-mutuel does not consti- 
tute a lottery within the meaning of section No. 
226 of the Constitution. 

Second—All of the judges except Judge Rich- 
ardson agree that sections 1960 and 1961 of the 
Kentucky statute do not violate section 351-59- 
3-51-59 or 60 of the State Constitution. Judge 
Richardson is of the opinion that they do violate 
sections 351 and 59. 

Third—All of the judges agree that injunctive 
relief may not be granted to prevent the violation 
of penal statutes not concerned with contracts or 
the use of property for the creation of a public 
nuisance. 

Fourth—-A majority of the court is of the 
opinion that the charter of the defendant corpo- 
ration could not be forfeited for the alleged vio- 
lation of section 150 of the constitution, or the 
statute passed pursuant thereto, because a con- 
viction for the offense thereby created is a con- 
dition prerequisite to a forfeiture thereunder. 
Judges Richardson, Thomas and Willis are of the 
opinion that the remedy and the nature of quo- 
warranto is additional and cumulative and not 
conditioned upon prior prosecution or conviction. 

Fifth—-A majority of the court is of the opin- 
ion that the allegations of the pleadings are in- 
sufficient to make out a case of corrupt lobbying, 
except as to the Kentucky Jockey Club alone. 
But Judges Richardson, Thomas and Willis are 
of the opinion that the allegations in connection 
with the other allegation of the opinion is suffi- 
cient to withstand the demurrer. 

Sixth—All of the judges agree that the allega- 
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tions of the petition are not sufficient to show 
any corrupt or unlawful practice respecting the 
issuance of stock on credit or the manner of ad- 
vertising adopted and certain other allegations 
mentioned in the petition. But apart from these 
matters Judges Richardson, Thomas and Willis 
are of the opinion that the petition as a whole 
states a cause of action which if established 
would entitle the commonwealth to relief. 


Seventh—A majority of the court is of the 
opinion that a proceeding in the matter of a quo 
warranto is a civil action authorized by the civil 
code. Section 480 and Kentucky statutes, Sec- 
tion 569. Judges Clay and Dietzman are of the 
opinion that whatever the nature of the action 
it is penal in so far as it seeks to recover a sub- 
stantial sum of money and embraced by Section 
1138 of the Kentucky statute, which provides a 
limitation of one year on penal prosecution. 


Eighth—A majority of the court is of the opin- 
ion that no substantial fine may be imposed in a 
quo warranto proceeding to forfeit the charter 
of corporations. Judges Clay and Dietzman are 
of the opinion that no fine may be imposed while 
Chief Justice Logan and Judge Rees are of the 
opinion that only a nominal fine may be imposed. 
Judges Richardson, Willis and Thomas are of the 
opinion that a judgment in quo warranto rests 
in the sound discretion of the court and that a 
substantial fine may be included therein although 
the action is purely civil. 

The fact that a substantial fine may be in- 
cluded in the relief granted does not convert the 
character of an action so as to bring Section 1138 
of the Kentucky statutes into operation on the 
remedy. 

Ninth—All of the judges agree that a case can- 
not be reversed by for imposition of only a nomi- 
nal fine. The judgment is affirmed whole court 
sitting. 

Grounds and Conclusions. 

The court listed the grounds on which for- 
feiture of the charter was sought. First—That 
they had operated the pari-mutuel system of 
betting on horse races within the inclosures at 
the racetracks and while the races were being 
run thereon, under licenses from the State Racing 
Commission, upon the assumed authority of 
statutes that were unconstitutional and void. 

Second—That they (the corporation) had com- 
mitted offenses against the Statutes of the State 
designed to prevent and to punish corrupt lobby- 
ing and pernicious practices. 

Third—-That they had committed acts and en- 
gaged in transactions not prohibited or punished 
by any particular statute, but detrimental to the 
public welfare, and violative of the implied and 
expressed contracts upon which the continuance 
of the corporate franchises were conditioned, and 
which constituted an abuse and misuse of their 
powers. 

Referring to the decision of the lower court 
the Appellate Court said: (a) That the statutes 
permitting pari-mutuel betting on horse races 
under such conditions were constitutional and 
valid. (b) That the Commonwealth was not en- 
titled to an injunction. (c) That the right to 
relief against the Kentucky Jockey Club for its 
other alleged acts was not defeated by its dis- 
solution, or the devolution of its property to its 
creature corporation; and that a substantial fine 
could be imposed upon it, as an incident to the 
ouster, if that action was found justified, but in 
the determination of which it was entitled to a 
jury trial. (d) That if the Commonwealth re-

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By J. A. ESTES. 
TO FAYETTE FARM 


EVER a Derby winner, never a champion, 

rarely a stakes horse, has been in the racing 
stable of Howard Oots. No sensational streak 
of luck has marked his handling of horses, which 
has extended over the last 35 years. He has bred 
few horses of any sort, and none which have 
earned high distinction. 

But you will peer into many hotel lobbies and 
over many acres of bluegrass before you will 
find a man to whom racing has been more kind, 
more profitable or more pleasant. Howard Oots 
was born in 1876, and like his brothers, Frank, 
Ed and Bob, preferred Thoroughbreds to the 
cooperage business which his father had estab- 
lished in Lexington. Nearly all his life he has 
worked and played with horses. He has profited 
from his association with them. Now he is ex- 
pending some of the profits in making a home 
for himself and for whatever horses he owns or 
handles from now on. Fayette Farm, he has 
named the place, and has registered the name 
with the United States Patent Office. It is evi- 
dent that he delights in the task he has set him- 
self. His present residence is in Lexington, but 
most of his time is spent at the farm. He is in 
the midst of that enviable sort of ecstasy which 
is peculiar to men building Thoroughbred farms. 

* 


UST south of the “six mile bridge” on the 
Georgetown Pike out of Lexington, in the 
corner of the Georgetown and Berea Pikes, a new 
stone fence is building in front of a tree-shaded 
lawn. The lawn is now marked by a hole in the 
ground from which an old house has been moved 
and over which a new house will soon rise. Back 
of this site and back of the hilltop which it sur- 
mounts is a 236-acre farm which constitutes the 
chief happiness of Howard Oots. Two years ago 
he purchased the place from Charles Gorham 
and began turning a farmer’s farm into a horse- 
man’s farm. 

The Estes drove into the farm and over behind 
the hill to see what progress he had made. After 
being bitten by the dog, he discovered the pro- 
prietor at the yearling barn and was taken in 
hand for a march across thawing pastures to a 
corner where a group of yearlings were congre- 
gated. No arrangements had been made for this 
visit. The visitor had just walked in and stated 
his errand. As they walked across the field, the 
host explained that he never invited and seldom 
permitted publicity concerning his business. (An 


hour or so later when the visitor left, Mr. Oots 
was saying that he had never before gone to such 
length to explain his affairs to anybody.) 


Down by the fence next to the Berea pike were 
the nine yearlings, which, with the exception of 
about half a dozen broodmares and a stallion, 
are the only Thoroughbred denizens of the place. 
The horses in training at the farm had been sent 
up to the Lexington track March 1 to be trained 
by Howard Wells, nephew of Mr. Oots. The 
yearlings, one could see at a glance, were a fine, 
clean lot. Like most of the youngsters of the 
species, they were very friendly. The Estes re- 
membered that the night before he had been read- 
ing in a fifty-odd-year-old Turf, Field and Farm 
a statement by Denton Offutt, one-time resident 
of Georgetown, Ky.: 

You may cause any horse to follow you in from one 
to ten minutes. . . . Speak to him, rub him over the 
forehead above the eyes, and with the hair, and over 
the neck and face below the eyes, not on the nose; as 
soon as you pass your hand over the head and face 
three times or more, you will find him attending to 
you, as it is often he will lean his head towards you. 

He tried it on the first colt that came within 
reach, and found that colt nuzzling his elbow 
constantly until he left the field. The colt was 
a bay by Pennant—-My Rosie, by Plaudit, perhaps 
the smallest of the group, but as well turned as 
any of them. 

Mr. Oots’ favorite among the yearlings is a 
chestnut by *Atwell—*Bachelor’s Friend, by 
Grosvenor. He is a strapping colt, the biggest 
in the pasture. He carries himself well, gets into 
action with an auspicious suddenness. Thin and 
deep, he is marked with a good many of the 
points that horsemen look for in a good yearling. 

A chestnut colt by Prince Pal—Ormulu, by 
Fair Play, is one of the best bred and one of the 
best looking. A chestnut colt by *Atwell—Bella 
Martin, by Sir Martin, is smart enough. A chest- 
nut filly by *Atwell out of the expensive Man 0’ 
War filly, War Feathers, is another one that is 
well made. For that matter, they are all well 
enough made. The others in the group were a 
bay colt by *Atwell—Allaire, by *Troutbeck; bay 
colt by Peter Hastings—Playwell, by *Atwell. 

“I’m not going to breed many horses or race 
many,” said Mr. Oots as they cut the corner of 
the pasture toward the training barn. “I love to 
have horses, but have no pretentious plans for 
them. I’m putting together a good farm, where 
I can enjoy myself, that’s all.” 

The training barn, of uniform architecture and 
painting with the other new buildings on the 
place, is 208 feet long and 36 feet wide, outside 
measurements. Solidly walled up on the western 
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New 12-stall training barn at Fayette Farm—one of the best buildings of its kind in the Blue Grass. 
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side to turn the cold northern and western winds, 
it is open on the eastern side, except for the low 
wall. Sliding doors are at each end. The roof 
is a fire-proof composition. A 12-foot runway 
extends all around. In the center, constructed 
independently of the outside wall and the upper 
part of the building, is a row of 12 stalls and a 
feed room. Eleven of the stalls are 12x12 feet 
and the other 12x14. In the center is a feed 
and equipment room, 12x20. The stalls are topped 
off by a ceiling, eight feet high, running the full 
length of the inner structure. Above the stalls 
bales of good hay are stacked. Over the feed 
room is an oat bin, with a chute running down 
into the feed room. It is one of the best-built 
training barns the writer has ever seen. 

A good masculine Thoroughbred head, big- 
jowled, calm-eyed, small-eared, was framed in 
one of the small doors. It belonged to *Atwell, 
lone tenant of the barn since the training string 
has been moved to the track. Sixteen years ago 
this summer Mr. Oots went to England, and pur- 
chased a number of horses for the account of 
himself and others. One of his buys was a year- 
ling colt by the Derby winner St. Amant out of 
Doro, by Cyllene. The colt never succeeded in 
earning fame during his American racing career, 
but it is the conviction of his owner that he was 
cut out for greatness, and missed it only by mis- 


fortune. He is a solid, square-looking fellow— 
not too square. 

“He gets winners,” said the owner. “And 
they’re all sensible, level-headed horses. Not a 


one of them ever lied to me. When they told me 
they were going to win races, they won ’em.”

The training barn is on a hill in the middle of 
the farm. We followed the road from the barn 
toward the Georgetown Pike entrance. In the 
little valley between the hills are two low poul- 
try houses. Mr. Oots opened the door of one, 
and exhibited and acre or so of White Leghorn 
egg-mills. 

“IT don’t depend on horses alone for my pleas- 
ure,” said the host. “There are a thousand of 
those white ladies.” 

Further up the road we came to the cowbarn, 
which provoked questions. The answer was the 
he had a dozen Jersey and Guernsey cows and a 
registered Guernsey bull. 


They turned left and came to the yearling barn. 
Over in a nearby pasture grazed a number of 
sheep, with a few early lambs skittering about. 
Forty head of sheep are enough to take care of 
the weeds in the pasture. 


They stepped inside the yearling barn. The 
visitor looked through the slats into the first stall 
and beheld half a dozen “nanny-goats” such as 
he had never seen before. They were black, 
sleek, a little taller than the tincanivorous type 
known in the country, with little or no horns at 
all. They are Nubian goats, Mr. Oots explained, 
with pedigrees kept flawless for many genera- 
tions. They produce a wonderful sort of milk, he 
said. 


The yearling barn is a tall structure, open 
through the middle, with 12 stalls, 14x14. Feed 
is stored under the eves above the stalls. This 
barn is another model, so far as the health of the 
inmates and the convenience of the workers is 
concerned. The big hallway, the high roof and 
the open-work partitions between the stalls and 
the hallway insure an abundance of cool air. 
The feed-troughs and the hay-racks are so built 
that they can be filled from the outside of the 
stall in a minimum time. The cleanliness of the 
place is especially noticeable. 

The broodmare barn, down the hill a way, is 
one of those made-over tobacco barns which are 
popular all through the Blue Grass. It has 16 
stalls, each 14x14. 


The farm is supplied with water by three 
springs and two wells. From one of the springs 
water is pumped over the farm. One of them 
lasted, with a steady flow of good water, all 
through the drought of last year. Another has 
been walled up into a pond which not only pro- 
vides the horses with good drinking water but 
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also provides the farm with one of its beauty 
ts. 

As they walked back to the starting point there 
came scurrying down the lane, out of the midst 
of a flock of little black hens, a frantic game 
rooster, hell-bent for neutral territory, with a 
vicious rival behind him. The pursued one flut- 
tered to the top of a fence and the pursuer eyed 
him murderously. 

“Just the old man putting his son in his place,” 
said Mr. Oots. He surveyed the scene with some 
satisfaction and said: “I’ve got chickens like 
that, and pedigreed goats, and registered cattle, 
and high-class sheep, and purebred chickens’’—- 
he waved a deprecating hand—‘and horses of a 
sort.” 

Despite the deprecation one felt that the speak- 
er was rather well pleased with things.

PHAR LAP IS DEFEATED. 


HE cable brings news that Phar Lap (mean- 

ing lightning), known the world over as 
“the Australian wonder horse’’—the horse whose 
life was sought by an assassin to end his march 
of triumph just prior to his Melbourne Cup 
victory—-was defeated at Flemington, March 7. 
After having won 14 races consecutively, this 
remarkable New Zealand gelding by Night Raid 
(son of Radium), out of Entreaty, by William the 
Third, lost by a neck to Water Line in a race at 
one mile. Now a 5-year-old, Phar Lap has won 
28 races, three seconds and two thirds and earned 
approximately $260,000. He has been eight times 
unplaced (four times at two and four times at 
three years old). Next to Carbine, he is con- 
sidered the greatest stayer to have raced in 
Australasia. 


ANOTHER OF THE FAMILY COMING. 


In The Sporting Life (London) it is stated that 
a syndicate of Americans (names not given) 
have purchased from Captain Jefferson D. Cohn, 
of France, the 2-year-old sister to *Sir Gallahad 
III, *Bull Dog and *Quatre Bras, and that she 
is shortly to be sent over to be trained with a 
view to winning the Futurity at Belmont Park 
in September.

JEFF LIVINGSTON’S ESTATE.

He 
receives $100,000 in cash and the income from a 
trust fund. The others are to have the income 
from trust funds to be created for each one.

Livingston died at Miami, Florida, February 9.

AYUGA, 6-year-old bay gelding, by Trojan— 

Wawbeek, by Rockton, one of the popular 
favorites of the sprinting brigade in Kentucky 
and Illinois, has been taken up from Shady Brook 
Farm by Trainer J. H. Moody and looks better 
than ever to commence training for the season’s 
campaign. He will hook up with My Dandy and 
Brown Wisdom, that rough and ready entry from 
the Reichert Brothers Stable, in the sprints 
around Kentucky this spring, providing, of 
course, that all train well. The Reichert Broth- 
ers’ fearsome pair are due to arrive at Churchill 
Downs track soon, maybe before you read this. 

How fast can Cayuga run? He has been to 
the five-eighths in better than :59, three-eighths 
in :33 2-5, and is a natural “eleven” sprinter. 
Makes good starts look bad. Cayuga’s stable 
name is “Pork Chops.” He was playing about 
the far end of his paddock at Churchill Downs 
the other a. m., Trainer Moody and the writer 
approached from the front side. “Hi, ‘Pork 
Chops’,”’ hailed Moody, and the little bay gelding 
immediately wheeled and trotted up to us. His 
trainer is very fond of him, and why not? 
Cayuga has long been the mainstay of the stable 
and has many coonskins on his door, further he 
is game and honest as the day is long; that ex- 
plains it. 

Cayuga is by a sire, a good one, that won the 
Futurity by twenty lengths, and has never had 
a chance in the stud. His pedigree is replete 
with the names of champions on our Turf in its 
early years.

Maintains a small 
breeding farm near Louisville and there has 
founded a Thoroughbred family, that of Bronze- 
wing, winner of the Ashland and Kentucky Oaks, 
and third in the Kentucky Derby to Old Rosebud 
and Hodge in record time. That would be in 
1914. She gave the geldings eight pounds each, 
counting the sex allowance, that day. Latonia 
Oaks wasn’t being run at the time, else she prob- 
ably would have taken that one, too. Bronze- 
wing has been a prolific broodmare. Her best 
contribution was Margaret Windsor, a Latonia 
Derby winner. Bronzewing comes of the same 
family as Ben Brush, and with that exception 
the line has not been noted as one productive 
of great sires. Mr. Lehan has a 2-year-old chest- 
nut gelding by Stimulus from his great Stalwart 
mare this season. He may be a good one and 
has been nominated for all the leading stakes, 
East and West. 

M told that in addition to Cloister, Palroma 

and *Cotlogomor are standing at the Jones 
Stock Farm of B. A. (Seth) Jones, Parnell, Mo. 
Also that Mr. Jones has about 30 broodmares, in- 
cluding one that Kentucky punters will remem- 
ber, Belle of Elizabethtown, which daughter of 
Jack Atkin was a fast sprinter in her day and the 
bread winner for the Hoffler family, whose 


kitchen near the Churchill Downs entrance gets a 
big play. Mr. Hoffler owned and trained the 
big, “studdish-looking”’ brown mare, and his son 
rode her in a number of her races. Belle of 
Elizabethtown is not a good broodmare, hasn’t 
had a foal in several attempts. Smaller, effem- 
inate mares make the best broodmares as a gen- 
eral thing, at least that’s what the late August 
Belmont always said. 

* 


UST met a Mr. Scott, recently of jolly old Lun- 

non. Mr. Scott likes his horse racing. It isa 
national sport with the English. A tout in Eng- 
land is a fellow who is “telling the story.” Train- 
ing quarters are as private and free of strangers 
as the United States mint. Nobody trains over 
the race track, and to be admitted to the New- 
market and other heaths, where many of the 
larger strings train, is a privilege granted few. 
Most wealthy owners have a private training 
course at their country estates, horses are trained 
at the farm and shipped to the various tracks 
just a few days, sometimes hours, before they 
are to perform. They ship hooded, blanketed, 
bandaged and with a small army of attendants. 
A string of them looks like a band of Ku Klux. 
Everybody goes racing in England, not many see 
the race, and it is next to impossible to see all 
of any race at the major tracks. They are laid 
out over the countryside in all manner of shapes. 
The English drink ale and munch sausage sand- 
wiches while the race is being run. Carnivals 
and side-shows follow the races.

EMEMBER Brown Sugar? He raced only a 

few years back. He was bred by Colonel 
Bradley and raced for a time in his white, green 
hoops and cap, finally in the charge of Roscoe 
Goose. Only one man could rub and care for 
Brown Sugar, a big, hefty fellow named Riley, 
who also acted as valet for Bubbling Over. Some 
horses are very particular concerning their hu- 
man associates. They come under the head of 
“one man” horses. Kay Spence had one of these 
idiosyncratic beasts, John S. Reardon, a useful 
racer in his class. Truly, as an old trainer re- 
cently remarked to the writer, ‘Horses are 
funny.”

UITE a number of Churchill Downs and Doug- 

las Park trainers have a recollection of Ham- 
burg Belle, but none are able to say whether or 
not she was marked with Lelaps spots. Perhaps 
A. J. Joyner can tell us; he trained the daughter 
of Hamburg. John Flannigan knew the mare, 
but immediately switched the conversation to 
Endurance by Right. John worked for the elder 
Schorr at the time he raced the Inspector B. 
filly. Jim Moody knew Hamburg Belle, also 
Imp, Artful, Beldame and Tanya. He voted for 
Beldame, but is certain we have no race mares 
today half so good as either, a belief held by 
most the trainers who saw the mares race. Bill 
Reed, the colored owner-trainer of Retort, has 
been around and about, East and West, for forty 
vears, likes Beldame. Said Bill, ‘““‘Why, I saw Art- 
ful win the Brighton Handicap in 2:04 4-5 and 
Rogers walked around her as she was being 
washed and braced, shook his head and said the 
mare wasn’t good, that he was going to turn her 
out! Beldame, though, was the grandest mare. 
She didn’t ask any favors of any of the horses 
of her time.” 


The writer has ever been a fancier of Ham- 
burg Belle’s pedigree and record, but admits that

‘ 
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the above mentioned horsemen know far more 
of the mares of the period than himself, so must 
respect their judgment that Beldame was best. 
The following excerpt from THE BLOOD-HORSE 
for week ending May 17, 1930, tells much of the 
saga of Beldame: “At three she was the queen 
of the 3-year-old fillies of 1904. In her 14 starts 
that year she won 12, her victories including the 
Saratoga Cup, 1% miles in 3:03 4-5, Alabama 
Stakes, First and Second Specials, Carter Handi- 
cap and Mermaid Stakes, and she was second and 
third once each. Broomstick, Africander, Mc- 
Chesney, Ort Wells, The Picket, Caughnawaga, 
Stalwart and Major Daingerfield were among the 
horses she defeated as a 3-year-old. In 1905 she 
was the equal of any of the stakes horses, re- 
gardless of sex, and that year she won the 
Suburban Handicap and the Sanford Stakes, each 
at 14%, miles.” 

And, get this, you hop-horsemen, Beldame was 
no hop-mare. She was bred and raced by the 
late Major August Belmont and trained by Fred 
Burlew. Her connections particularly abhorred 
hop and the daughter of Octagon needed no 
false courage. Some zealous writer of a few 
years ago inferred that she was a hop-mare, but 
he was squelched almost before the ink was dry. 
I, too, can name a whole flock of champions 
and near-champions of the past decade or so 
which I am almost positive were victims of the 
hop-trainers, but it would be practically impossi- 
ble to prove the charges. However, those who 
claim a first-hand knowledge of the training and 
racing of Beldame declare she wasn’t one of the 
category. She naturally had the courage of a 
lioness. 

* * 
EDICATE, a horse which assuredly was cut 
out for fine things, has been racing well of 
late at Hialeah Park. A nice type of horse, he 
ranked with the best before developing limb in- 
firmities, a “knee,” I believe. Both he and High 
Foot are from daughters of High Time, which 
surely “indicates.’”’ Dedicate recently won at a 
mile in the mud at Hialeah, but it is doubtful if 
he can beat good company over that distance on 
a hard track. 
* * * 
ARRY S. HART, a first-class judge of horse- 
flesh, writes that a colt called Portden which 
munches oats in the McLean barn at Hialeah 
might develop into a runner of parts. This 
youngster is own brother to the good campaigner 
Silverdale. His big brother has been ‘Hawkins’ 
Hoss” at that track. Portden finished third in 
the first division of the Nursery Stakes, W. C. 
(Bill) Weant’s Judge Primrose (named for a 
good man) winning in record time. Judge Prim- 
rose is an extraordinarily swift colt away from 
the barrier. He is well enough bred. His sire, 
Pagan Pan, is own brother to Shuffle Along and 
several others of some pretentions to class. 
*Black Brocade (dam of Pagan Pan) is out of 
the famous Chelandry, one of Jamestown’s 
grandams. Aunt Emma (dam of Judge Prim- 
rose) is by the ordinary, but well-bred Leo 
Skolny, a son of *Star Shoot—Lady Alberta, by 
*Albert. Thunderbird, one of Colonel W. S. Dud- 
ley’s very best broodmares (she being the dam 
of Jim Dandy and other good ones) is by *Star 
Shoot and gets a dash of the blood of *Albert.

OHN REED is training a fine band of juveniles 
for Herbert M. Woolf at Churchill Downs. All 
are doing well and are an impressive looking set 
on the course for gallops and short breezes. 


ERE is the “young- 

est” 80-year-old 
man in the Blue Grass 
Region of Kentucky. He 
is Sanford C. Lyne, 
master of Larchmont 
Stud, near Lexington. 
This picture was taken 
a few days ago by Ma- 
jor Thomas J. Johnson, 
who is in charge of the 
Army Remount office 
at Lexington. Familiar- 
ly known to a wide 
circle of friends as 
“Pops,” Mr. Lyne has 
from boyhood been a farmer and breeder of 
Thoroughbred horses. One of his sons, Lucien, 
is an internationally famous jockey, who has 
been employed by King Alfonso of Spain for a 
number of years and now is in Belgium with his 
employer’s horses. Mr. Lyne was born in Jessa- 
mine County October 15, 1850.

RECENTLY published account of a visit to 

Joseph E. Widener’s Elmendorf Farm caused 
Chicago’s Salvator to seat himself with a 
reminiscent pen in hand and put together cer- 
tain interesting comment concerning Elmendorf 
and its earlier masters along with some notes on 
the famous horses that grazed there by the 
North Elkhorn. Salvator’s reminiscences in turn 
provoked others, and during the past week sev- 
eral visitors have seated themselves in the office 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE and spoken of Elmendorf 
and Mr. Swigert, but especially of Mr. Swigert. 
Among these were Sanford C. (Pops) Lyne, 
whose memory goes back before the Civil War; 
J. J. McGeough, lifelong resident of Spring 
Station, and Brownell Combs, grandson of Mr. 
Swigert. 

First, all of those who made comment on Sal- 
vator’s article wished it to be brought to his at- 
tention that the Stockwood Stud farm was not in 
Fayette, but in Woodford County. Next they 
sought to correct the impression that Daniel 
Swigert lost his fortune through unsuccessful 
speculations and lived his latter years in the 
abject poverty pictured, or rather, implied, by 
Salvator. 

After Robert A. Alexander died in 1867, Daniel 
Swiseert nrurchased land near the Woodburn 
estate and established the Stockwood Stud on 
about 300 acres. Mr. Swigert was then about 35 
years old and had been accumulating capital 
and experience through his years of service at 
Woodburn. He bred horses at Stockwood about 
13 years. during which time his colors were 
among the most famous and his horses among 
the most successful in the country. Spendthrift 
was not bred at Stockwood. but was given his 
early training there. *Australian’s great son was 
bred at Woodburn, and was vurchased by Mr. 
Swigert for $1.000 at the Woodburn yearling sale 
of June 26. 1877. The Hon. Leslie Combs and his 
son Brownell have half a dozen years of the diary 
which Mr. Swigert kent for a quarter century or 
more, and in one of these are recorded the year- 
ling workouts of Spnendthrift, Toledo, the good 
filly Peru. winner of the first Ashland Oaks, and 
their stablemates. Hindoo, foaled in 1878, was a 
product of Stockwood. 

In 1881 Mr. Swigert boucht the Preakness Stud 
of Thoroughbreds of M. H. Sanford along with 
farm Jand on Elkhorn Creek. and moved his own 
horses from Stockwood to this Fayette County 
farm, which he renamed Elmendorf. From that 
time on he never raced a horse. but confined him- 
self to breeding. He paid $150,000 for the San- 
ford propertv, which comprised about 544 acres. 
He never added to the place, except that he pur- 
chased a tract across the Paris Pike from it for 
raising the Shetland ponies and Jersey cattle 
in which he took so much pride. At Elmendorf 
his fortunes continued to rise for some years, 
and then began the decline of his stud so graph- 
ically described by Salvator, whose pen name, by 
the way, is taken from one of the greatest of the 
champions whose histories are associated with 
Elmendorf. 

But after we count the decline of his breeding 
successes, the leading cause of his failure, ac- 
cording to his son-in-law, the Hon. Leslie Combs, 
was not his speculations, but his free-handed 
generosity and his unfailing disposition to help 
others. Mr. Combs speaks with first-hand infor- 


mation, for some of his own notes were among 
the many to which Mr. Swigert’s name was af- 


fixed as security. The heavy spendings of Robert 
A. Swigert furnished a powerful impetus in the 
tobogganing which ended in the dissolution of 
the greater part of his father’s fortune. The farm 
was sold to Cornelius J. Enright, and the horses 
were dispersed in a great and disappointing sale 
at Elmendorf on October 1, 1891. 


Before the sale of Elmendorf Mr. Swigert had 
bought about 60 acres of the place which later 
came to be called Haylands. After the sale he 
purchased about 200 acres more from Arch and 
William Hamilton, gave the name of Haylands 
to the place and built there, using logs which he 
had shipped from Michigan, the summer home 
which he called “The Cabin.’”’ At the same time 
he owned a residence in Fayette Park, in the 
city of Lexington, a fine old house which is still 
standing and is now the home of Col. John R. 
Allen, one of Kentucky’s distinguished barris- 
ters. The Haylands named by Mr. Swigert had 
boundaries different from the present Haylands. 
It fronted on the Paris Pike, and according to 
Mr. Combs, extended from the present site of 
the E. J. Tranter sales paddocks to a point some 
distance beyond Swigert Avenue. 


“The Cabin,” a well furnished, two-story 
structure, was built behind a hill, hidden from the 
road, and was almost opposite the present Coun- 
try Club. Mr. and Mrs. Swigert and their un- 
married daughter, Annette, lived there until Mrs. 
Swigert died, about 1908. The daughter died a 
few months after her mother. Mr. Swigert’s 
half-brother, Joseph Swigert, then lived with him 
a short while, and about 1909 Mr. Swigert sold 
the place and moved to Belair, the home of his 
son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Combs. 
The house at Haylands subsequently was de- 
stroyed by fire. Mr. Swigert spent the winter 
of 1911-12 in Florida and while there suffered 
a fali in which he fractured a hip bone. He was 
then brought back to Belair and died there, at 
the age of 79, on the afternoon of Saturday, May 
25, 1912. 


The writer sat with the Hon. Mr. Combs and 
his son Brownell at Belair an evening last week 
and heard the elder Mr. Combs say of Daniel 
Swigert: ‘He was thoroughly unselfish and high- 
principled and perhaps the finest man I 
ever knew.” 

The few details given above have been taken 
from the mouths of a few men who remember 
Daniel Swigert and from newspaper and maga- 
zine files. The discussion was enough to bring 
the writer to the conclusion that the story of the 
life of Daniel Swigert, if the facts were carefully 
gathered and assembled, could be told at some 
length, and without any danger of boring the 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE who might be in- 
vited at last to read it. His life is one of the 
most important chapters which have yet to be 
written into the history of the American Turf.

Stanley Kunz, of Chicago, raced horses for 
many years—some of the papers say 40—and 
owned such poor ones that he gained some atten- 
tion as the man whose horses ran last. He has 
tired of the role. Last week it was announced 
that Mr. Kunz could no longer stand the finan- 
cial burden of supporting the stable and that 
he had sold the horses to the estate of Charles 
Dean, of Palatine, Ill., late harness racing sports- 
man, whose sons, Charles, Ben and Jerry will 
operate the stable. 
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LEGISLATION 


Missouri. 


HE promoters of greyhound racing in Missouri 

are hoping to influence adoption of an amend- 
ment to House Bill 487 which will give them 
legal right to operate their plants. The bill as 
drawn has reference only to horse racing, and the 
greyhound amendment was rejected 4 to 3 by the 
committee which favorably reported the bill to 
the Missouri House after a hearing at, which the 
only opposition was expressed by Charles M. 
Hay, representing a body of St. Louis churchmen 
who call themselves the Committee in Opposi- 
tion to Racetrack Gambling in Missouri. 


The Missouri bill provides for an unpaid State 
Racing Commission of four members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and to serve for terms 
of six years, except that on the first commission 
one shall be appointed for two years and another 
for four years. No more than two of the com- 
missioners can be of the same political party. 
The Commission is to choose its chairman and 
it is to have a secretary at $2,400 per year. 


Betting is authorized under the pari-mutuel 
or certificate methods, to be supervised and con- 
trolled by the commission, which is also given 
authority to fix the amount to be taken from the 
turnover by the tracks as compensation for the 
operation of the betting. Only such racing asso- 
ciations as are licensed by the Commission can 
hold race meetings with betting. Applications 
for licenses and dates are to be made not less 
than ten days prior to the first day of the pro- 
posed meeting, and applications must be accom- 
panied by a certified check for the whole amount 
of the daily license fee for each day of the pro- 
posed meeting. Meetings aré limited to six con- 
secutive days, unless the track is located within 
the corporate limits of or within 15 miles of a 
city or more than 300,000 inhabitants, when 31 
consecutive days (excluding Sundays) can be al- 
lowed. No more than 61 days of racing can be 
had on the same track or premises in any one 
year, and sixty days must elapse between the 
closing of one meeting and the opening of an- 
other on any track. The Commission is author- 
ized to issue, upon application of the Board of 
Directors, a license for a period not exceeding 
six days in any year to the State Fair or “any 
district or county fair or agricultural exhibition 
in the State conducted by an association organ- 
ized for that purpose.” The daily license fees 
are fixed at $1,500 for tracks “in or adjacent 
to a city of 500,000 inhabitants,”’ and $1,000 for 
tracks “in or adjacent to a city or more than 
300,000 and less than 500,000 inhabitants.”’ This 
means that for St. Louis tracks the fee is $1,500 
and for Kansas City $1,000. “The fee for a 
license at the State Fair at Sedalia, any district 
or county fair or agricultural exhibition shall be 
fixed by the Commission, but shall not exceed 
$50 for each race meeting of six days or less.” 


In addition to the license fees thus fixed, a tax 
of 20 cents for each paid admission at race meet- 
ings shall be exacted by and paid to the State 
Racing Commission, except at fairs and agricul- 
tural exhibitions. Bond not to exceed $25,000 
may be exacted by the Commission for the full 
payment of this tax. After the expenditures of 
the Commission are deducted, all monies coming 
into the hands of the Commission are to be paid 
to the State Treasurer at the end of each calendar 
year “and shall constitute and be credited to a 


special fund to be known as the Animal Industry 
Fund,” one-half of which shall go for premiums 
to citizens of Missouri for livestock exhibitions 
at county fairs and agricultural exhibitions; one- 
third to the College of Agriculture for use in 
organizing and supporting 4-H Clubs, and one- 
sixth to the College of Agricultur for use in the 
work of the Bureau of Animal Husbandry. 


The Commission is broadly given the right to 
regulate and control racing, and is given “gen- 
eral supervision of the conduct of the licensee’s 
business, and of the track, grounds and premises.” 
They have a right to revoke licenses when there 
is violation of the rules and regulations. 


Persons “aiding, assisting or abetting’ the 
holding of race meetings except as prescribed by 
law will be subject to a fine of not less than 
$100 nor more than $5,000, or imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than a year, either 
or both, upon conviction. 


Bookmaking, pool-selling, or any betting ex- 
cept by the pari-mutuel or certificate methods, 
is expressly forbidden. 

The bill carries an emergency clause “and shall 
be in force and effect from and after its pass- 
age.” 

* * 
Wyoming. 

Both houses of the Wyoming Legislature 
passed a bill permitting betting under the pari- 
mutuel system. On March 6, Governor Clark 
vetoed the measure. 

* ok 
Colorado. 


A bill allowing betting under the pari-mutuel 
system had passed the House of Representatives 
of the Colorado Legislature by a vote of 34 to 27. 
In the Senate, on March 6, the Calendar Com- 
mittee ordered the bill to lie on the table. To 
overrule the committee’s action, a majority vote 
of 18 of the 35 Senators is needed. The belief 
is that so many as 18 votes may not be obtained. 

Arkansas. 


The Graham bill, introduced in the House of 
Representatives of the Arkansas Legislature and 
designed to secure a revival of horse racing at 
Hot Springs, under the pari-mutuel system of 
betting, was defeated March 7 by a vote of 85 
= 9. Another bill had previously been defeated 

to 10. 


OHIO 


SHERIFF SULZMANN’S ANNOUNEMENT. 


N March 7, John M. Sulzmann, Sheriff of 

Cuyahoga County, Ohio, said at his office 
in Cleveland that he is “going to allow racing 
as long as it is clean and pure.”’ The new sheriff’s 
attitude toward racing under the contribution 
system was not well understood prior to this an- 
nouncement. His predecessor, F. J. Hanratty, 
had been opposed to racing for several years, but 
last year a short running meeting was had at 
Thistle Down, and the Grand Circuit trotting 
meeting at North Randall was not interfered 
with. Bainbridge Park, at Geauga Lake, in an 
adjoining county, has announced a meeting from 
May 16 to June 27. The Grand Circuit trotters 
will be at North Randall from June 29 to July 11, 
after which, on dates yet to be given out, there 
will be a running meeting at Thistle Down. The 
Ohio Derby at Bainbridge will have $12,000 added. 
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WINTER RACING 


THE LAST MONTH. 


HE northward movement of the winter racers 

has begun. Hialeah Park’s 45 days of sport 
ended last Saturday and St. John’s Park opened 
the following Monday with a series of $700 
purses which will help the seasonal journey of a 
number of the stables which have been less than 
successful during the winter. The St. John’s 
session continues 18 days to March 28. The 
Florida Derby, marking the final program at the 
Miami track, fell to the Greentree Stable, whose 
runners, under the training of Edward Haughton, 
have been eminently successful there. The Agua 
Caliente Derby, run the next day, went to Up, a 
$15,000 purchase of last spring. The Louisiana 
Derby will be run next Saturday and may pro- 
vide another meeting between Lightning Bolt 
and Spanish Play, which finished a nose apart 
in the Florida Derby. The program of next Sat- 
urday was to have ended the Jefferson meeting, 
but the management has announced that a week’s 
extension has been decided upon. Havana’s meet- 
ing closes Sunday, March 15. Agua Caliente’s 
attention is now centered on the Agua Caliente 
Handicap, to be run March 22, for which Sun 
Beau is now an overwhelming favorite. Other 
candidates for the big race, however, are coming 
up to it in good shape. Ervast won a sprint 
easily last Sunday in fast time and Mike Hall 
and Pigeon Hole, Walter Taylor’s two charges, 
finished one-two in a race of 1 1-16 miles. 


ANOTHER STAKES FOR KEENELAND. 


The Cuban Juvenile Stakes ($2,500 added, 2- 
year-olds, four furlongs) had its first running 
at Oriental Park March 8 and brought to the 
second stakes win of the meeting for the Keene- 
land Stud of J. O. Keene. Don. Romiro (115) 
was the winner, the race being his first score. 
With D. McAuliffe in the saddle he won by a 
length and a half from W. S. Rust’s Choice 
Caller (121), with W. F. Axton’s Memorandum 
(115) third and Mrs. E. D. Springer’s Howee

ARRIVALS FROM THE SOUTH.

He also brought some horses for C. E. Hamilton. 
A number of horses consigned to breeding farms 
came in with the horses in training, including 
Patroness, which goes to join the mares at Idle 
Hour Stock Farm; Evensong, which Mose Lowen- 
stein sent to J. D. Weil’s Briar-Dale Farm; Morse 
Code, a 3-year-old non-starter which will be given 
a limited number of mares at Thomas Piatt’s 
Brookdale Farm, and *Grandace, which is to 
stand with the Himyar Stud stallions at Col. 
Phil T. Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm. The Cold- 
stream Stud horses which John Lowe raced at 
Miami arrived at the farm and will be trained 
there for spring racing. 


READY TO LEAVE ELMENDORF. 


Unless the weather prevents, Joseph E. Wide- 
ner’s racing stable will be shipped Saturday, 
March 14, from Elmendorf Farm to Belmont

Antibes was half-sister to 
the splendid English race horse and sire Tre- 
dennis; to Sweet Marjorie (dam of Simon 
Square), St. Marina (grandam of Seraphic), and 
Roquebrune, dam of the sterling *Rock Sand, the 
sire of Mahubah, the dam of Man o’ War, sire 
of Son o’ Battle. The sixth dam was, of course, 
St. Marguerite (own sister to St. Honorat, Clair- 
vaux, Adoration, Devote, Heloise and Thebais, 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas, Oaks and 
Doncaster Cup), by Hermit.
